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San Diego. Cal.. Xovciulier 10. — Stori«*s have lieen 
out about tlu* building of the race track at 
Tia Juana, Mexico, for the last six years. These 
tales have had outline* I parties building the track 
ou several different occasions. But at last some- 
thing real is being really done. A new racing 
association. which will be known ns the Lower 
California Jockey Club, is in reality building a race 
track and expects to have the establishment com- 
pleted ami ready for racing by next Christmas day. 

The construction of the new course has beeu under 
way for about two weeks with a hundred teams of 
horses and two huudr.nl and fifty men employed in 
different capacities. 

A large steam shovel is daily grinding down a 
hill and leveling it off and making a big cut into 
a large mound of ground which will he used as a 
fill to the entrance to the grandstand. 

The amount of work that has been done in this 
short |>eriod by contractor G. E. tiabrielson is 
liealtliy and lie makes the statement that he will 
have the work completed and ready to turn over to 
the new association ou Christmas Day. 

lie is to get a Ihuhis of $500 if lie accomplishes 
his task on time. The grading of the track is 
now <*ou:pleted for the full elliptical mile, with 
turns well thrown up. and it is ready to receive 
a resurfacing of ten inches of loam which will 
probably make it fast and safe. The top dressing 
will Ik* placed upon it within the next ten days, 
and at that time it will Ik* in <*ondition so that 
owuers aud traiuers can gallop their horses. 

The concrete abutments for the new 350-foot 
stand are already in place and the frame work 
is being put up under the charge of the engineer 
and architect. C. C. Tucker. 

The grandstaud will have a seating capacity of 
3.<HM) and will lie conm*cted with a long run-way 
from the San Diego and Arizona Railway, which 
will lead direct to the middle of the grandstaud. 

The transportation facilities for the new course 
are to be abundant. There are at present two rail- 
roads entering from the American side from San 
Diego, and the |>eople in charge have been promised 
by the San Diego and South Eastern Railroad that 
they will electrify its lines from a point alsiut 
three miles distant direct to the grandstand. This 
line is controlled by the Spreckels interests. There 
are several good automobile roads, including one 
direct from Coronado Beach, so that people living 
i^il^at vicinity wffi not be compelled to motor to 
S-^r Deigo to reach the track direct. This road is 
called the Silver Strand and is one of the good 
seashore drives in California. 

The state highway, known as the El Cainino Real, 
which runs direct to the line, has recently lieen 
finished. For a course which is situated fourteen 
miles from Sail Deigo. the plans for getting there 
are ample. 

On high land, overlooking the broad valley where 
the track is located, the stables are now in course 
of construction. It is the club's intention to erect 
forty-stall stables. A more desirable spot could 
not he selected. The stalls are being erected with 
every modern convenience aud will l»e equipped 
with electric lights. There are to lie large sheds 
and plenty of space allowed Ik* tween each stable. 
Several wells are being sunk on the course and 
the water is pronounced to he good and pure. 

This enterprise is receiving the harking of many 
private citizens of the state of California. Among 
those interested, who are lending their support, are 
A B. Spr«*ckel*. F. E. White. II. A. Houser. II. J. 
Moore. W. E. Tobias. C. C. Tucker and F. M. 
White. 

Tlie election of officers of the club will take place 
within ten days and at that meeting the selection 
( if racing officials will be made. The club is de- 
sirous of getting the lwst. The purses and methods 
of ! letting will lie settled at the same time. Many 
itienrttcis of the new association are in hearty favor 
of the pari-mutuel system of wagering. ^ 

NOTED F00LR00M MAN NO MORE. 

Peter De Lacy. Who Fought Back at Race Tracks 
That Withheld Betting Information, Dead. 

New York, November lti. — Peter De Lacy, fore- 
most for many years among the (toolroom gambling 
frateruitv of this city and. paradoxically, a leading 
figure in later days in the tights that practically 
wiped out h«*r*e racing in New Y«*rk aud New 
Jersev. died last Saturday night in St. Luke's hos- 
pital of pneumonia, which developed after an opera- 
tion for gallstones. 

Mr I»e Lacy's age— la* was <1 years old— was 
against hiui when pneumonia set in. Until last 
Tuesday when he liecame ill at the home of his 
daughter. Mrs. Ali<*e Katcliffe. with whom be Iiv«*d 
at 19 West Seventy-first street, he laid si*emiugly 
lss-n in good health. His daughters. Mrs. Katcliffe 
and Miss Kate De Lacy, aud two grandchildren sur- 
vive him. His wife died more than twenty years 

m» Lacy's life had been one of active fighting 
that began in tlie day of bis callow youth in the old 
Seventh ward, where lie was born of Irish parents. 
When firemen bad to fight rivals with their fists 
as well as flames with water iu the old volunteer 
fin* department days, young Fete De I^iey was iu 
the thick <*f the ructions which added to the spec- 
tacular qualities of a blaze in the old days, even 
if the fights may not have made for efficiency.

Two factors oi»crated against any considerable change in the time records of Canadian race tracks 
during the season recently brought to a close. One was the absence from the circuit of most of the 
pretentious American racing establishments which in tlie immediately preceding years played an im- 
portant part in Canadian racing. Naturally, with their absence, there were fewer liigh-class horses in action 
on the circuit. Another circumstance that unrated against record-breaking was the abnormal rainfall, as 
a lesult of which there was more than the usual amount of racing over wet tracks. It seems, too, that the 
Canadian tracks are not kept in as fast condition as was the ease a few years back. 

The only new Canadian record created during the season was at the infrequently run distance of one 
mile and twenty yards and went to the credit of tlie veteran thirteen -year-old Fastoso in winning a race 
at Mount Iloyal Park, Montreal’s newest racing plant, September 25. Aside from that the only change 
wrought in the records was the equaling of the mark for three-quarters of a mile when Peter Sheridan’s 
consistent gelding. Back Bay. ran the distance in 1:11 over the Dorval Park track September lti. The 
complete list of the Canadian records, revised to date, is shown below:

fluence in his Park Row days. Years before lie had 
gone into ward politics and had been un associate 
of “Fatty" Walsh, father of Blanche Walsh, the 
actress, who died two weeks ago. But despite po- 
litical influence the police closed the Park Row 
(toolroom tenii»orarily now and then, during which 
time l>e Lacy’s men sold pools from their hats out 
on the sidewalk. 

When tin* poolroom men of the city got together 
at last and formed a protective organization to fight 
threatened legislation against them De Lacy was 
made treasurer of the association’s fond, which was 
piled up by daily contributions of $10 from each 
IKKilroom man in town. Then when it was neces- 
sary to send some one to Albany to try to kill tlie 
Saxton bill it was cue of I>e Ivey’s men who is 
alleged to have carried a roll to the state capital 
with instructions to pay each state Senator who 
would accept tlie bribe $5.<H)0 to vote against the 
bill. The Saxton bill, however, was passed. 

From Park Row. De Lacy moved to Fulton street, 
where he remained until he led the movement of 
gambling men from lower Manhattan up town to 
ltroadwav and side streets. That light which he had 
loti against tlie Saxton bill with an organization 
bank roll said to have been $209,000 was but tlie be- 
ginning of a long series of battles, in court and out. 
which Do Lacy waged so steadily against wealthy 
owners of racing stables and tracks that, as uews- 
pa|H*r tiles show, when the news was published that 
a constitutional amendment which virtually ended 
horse racing in the state bad lieen adopted De Lacy’s 
picture appeared in the pn|>ers with the statement 
(hat tlw* amendment "is for him a great triumph of 
lierst-na! spite." 

The o<ld spectacle of De Lacy still adding to bis 
wealth as a poolroom king and De Lacy head of a 
"reform" movement to interfere with racing was 
first presented about twenty-five years ago. His 
fighting qualities which later ou were to make him 
a source of irritation to the Whitneys. Belmonts, 
Sturgises. Thompsons and other wealthy men in- 
terested in racing got under way at the old Linden 
track near Elizabeth. N. J. 

New Jersev race track promoters took the ground 
that news of the races ou their track was their 
property and if poolroom men wanted the news di- 
rect from the track they must pay $10o a day for 
the service. De Lacy did not want to pay the sum 
demanded, ami after many ingenious methods of 
flashing the news surreptitiously from the tracks to 
the poolroom* had l»een discovered and stopped, lie 
allied himself with the Rev. Dr. Kcmpshalf. a 
Presbyterian clergyman of Elizabeth. N. J.. and 
other* reformers, to tight tlie racing men. 

The tight resulted in the closing of the Linden 
track and Mien De Lacy started a racing war in 
Monmouth County which closed the Long Branch 
track for a year atal. with the adoption of the New 
Jersey anti-racing law iu 1K}»4. closed the Monmouth 
and all other New Jersey tracks permanently. Next 
De Lacv cairn* across the river and started a new 
battle in New York by leading a tight against the 
Brooklyn Jockev Club. Tlie fight went on until by 
1903 lie Iaicy was not only banging away at the 
track owners.* but was hailing the bookmakers them- 
selves into court in an effort to stop layers’ opera- 
turns on the tracks. 

About the last of De Lacy's activities was the 
operation of a poolroom exchange iu a house he 
owned in Fortv-second street. The cleanup of the 
tenderloin which Police lusjiector John DaTy under- 
took was perfected when Daly dosed De Lacy's ex- 
change for good. 

A part of the fortune which De Lacy is said to 
have amassed is ill valuable real estate holdings on 
Broadway and side streets in the Tenderloin section. 

IMPROVING THE HORSE IN KENTUCKY. 

Nine Thoroughbred Stallions Purchased for General 
Use Under State Racing Commission Plan. 

Lexiiigtou. Kv„ November 16. — Nine of the ten 
stallions that are to figure in the scheme of stock 
improvement in Kentucky horses, for which the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission is sponsor, al- 
readv have been turned over to Prof. J. J. Iloojier. 
bead of thr* animal liusbaudry department. State 
University, who has been selected to place the sires 
and keep* in touch witli farmers who are to 1 m* cus- 
todians. Within another week the tenth horse will 
have lieen secured, and the definite program of dis- 
tribution will be undertaken. 

Professor Hooper said that the stallions would he 
kept here until February. In the meantime he will 
issue a l*.*»kb*r giving the pedigrees of the sires, 
together With their photographs, and setting out the 
pur|Mt*e* of the commission. Applications from 
farmers who are desirous of keeping the stallions 
will be solicited. When these ale received they 



will be sifted to two men in each of the ten com- 
munities in which it is determined stock improve- 
ment is most needed. 

Professor Hooper plans to visit sections from 
which applications are considered to determine 
which of the willing farmers is best situated to have 
the care of a stallion. A canvass will be made of 
the neighborhood to ascertain whether or not the 
field of mares is adequate to the purposes and to 
learn positively that to have the thoroughbreds is a 
popular desire. When all conditions have been ful- 
filled. arrangements will he made for the care of 
the horses. 

It is the desire of the commission to place the 
animals where they can lie of service only to the 
farmers of m«Mlorate circumstances. It isn’t to be a 
rich mau’s opportunity in any sense. Fees to be 
charged will be as near nothing as conditions will 
permit, the estimate covering merely the horse’s 
board. Farmers will be required to take good care 
of their charges, providing ample feed, clean stables 
and proper pasture. Some of the conditions are 
tractable enough to he ridden about the farm, aud 
none is vicious. 

The iiorses already in quarters at the race track 
are Mad River. Murzor. Magazine. Busy, Polarine, 
John W. Chester, Samson, Ivan Gardner and Milan, 

It seems probable that Johnson N. Camden’s fa- 
mous horse Luke will in* the tenth member of this 
philanthropic stable. Mr. Camden is regarded as 
the father of the improvement idea, and he has 
about agreed to turn over the horse at a sum which 
is within reach of the appropriation. James M. 
ltoss. secretary of tlie Kentucky Association, is as- 
sisting Professor Hooper in making the sel«*ctions. 

Two grooms are in charge of the collection, but 
students of the Agricultural College are to be util- 
ized. In this practical way they will learn lessons 
in the care and management of horses of high type. 
Already twenty-four applications for the stallions 
have lieen received. These will be put on file and 
tlie selections made late in December. It is the pur- 
pose to increase the number of stallions to fifteen 
next year aud to twenty in 1917. 

The si allions are all large and have been selected 
with the idea of producing large colts. It is be- 
lieved that the produce of coarse mares can be re- 
fined through the infusion of thoroughbred blood 
and that the size of the foals of little mares can be 
Increased. 

Tin* demand for better-bred horses is increasingly 
active, and the commission hopes that Kentucky 
will remain in the forefront of producing states. 
Tlie half-brei*d will 1 m* adapted t«* all farm uses 
and will command good prices as ofii<*ors’ mounts and 
cavalry horses, hunters, buggy and saddle Iiorses. 
The movement to improve quality is to lie prose 
ruled iu an intelligent, systematic manner, and it 
is tlie lielief of its sponsors that benefits will bt 
manifest in a few years. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Houolulu may soon witness horse racing under 
the auspices of the Hawaiian Polo and Racing As- 
sociation. A tifteen-vear lease has been secured ou 
Kopiolani Park which will he fitted up for polo and 
horse racing. 

Thomas Queen has reached Detroit. Mich., with 
the horses Rebecca Moses, iristi General. Nellie 
Boots ami tiara Boots, which he intends to winter 
there at tin* old Fair Grounds’ track. Rebecca 
.Moses, he writes, was so siek with lung fever at 
Montreal that she was not expected to live, but 
she (Hilled through and is now out of danger and 
doing well. lie purchased her from Miss M. 
Maloney. 

The meeting just closed at the old Hill Top 
track was probably the best given in late years over 
the Pimlico course. The attendance averaged large 
throughout the meeting and the best lot of horses 
over seen in these parts <*ompeted and made u| 
overflowing programs each day. Starter I)ade said 
that the fields were larger than had lieen brought 
together on any track iu America this year. The 
play in tlie machines was heavy, aud from a Jinan 
eial point of view the results were highly satis 
factory to the association. — Baltimore News.

Yellow Crest is a son of Yellow Tail, one 
of the fastest sprinters of hi* day. and is con- 
sidered one of the most likely sires to beget steeple- 
chasers in this country. 

Mr. Kilmer last year bought a band of desirable 
nmres from T. F. Ryan for matiug with Yellow 
Crest, and indications point to his having a good 
stable of horses iu tlie near future, many of which 
will come from his Biughampton farm. So inter- 
ested has he liecome in turf affairs ami the welfare 
of racing that he has tendered the services of Yel- 
low Crest to the Jockey Club Breeding Bureau, with 
the stipulation that but fifteen mares be served. 
His trip to Belmont Park today would indicate he is 
likely to add to his racing stock and is looking over 
the field. 

W. II. Rowe, who 1ms charge of tlie registra- 
tion department of the Jockey Club, lias already 
received applications for the registration of sixty- 
seven English-bred yearlings and seventeen two- 
year-olds. 

*‘I should think," said Mr. Rowe, ‘‘that there 
will be close to one hundred and fifty imported 
horses here to race next year, two-thirds of which 
will he two-year-olds. If their breeding is auv 
criterion, they will certainly give a good account 
of themselves for some are of the bluest blood." 

Horsemen here are jubilant over the numt»er of 
imputations, believing they will add interest to the 
sport from an international jxiint of view. M.. 
Frank K. Hitchcock, one of the stewards of the 
Jockev Club, predicts an exceptionally good season 
in 1916. 

Blanks have 1m*cii issued to horsemen by the West- 
chester Racing Association for the Futurity of Ibis, 
to which $5,999 will Is* added. The subscriptions, 
however, will make the stake worth at least $13,999 



DISASTROUS FIRE AT BENNING TRACK. 

Washington. D. C.. November 16. — Many of the 
stables at the Benning race track were destroyed 
by tire last night, bringing about the death of one 
mail ami a dozen horses, liesides injuries to other 
men and race horse*. 

George J. Day was the heaviest loser of thor- 
oughbreds. The fire started in his stable and it 
was there that a negro named Bayliss was burned 
to death. He was well known aiiout the raee 
courses and. at one time, was in tlie employ of 
Ed Trotter. Tlie Day horses that were destroyed 
by the flames were Talecarrier, Coy, Joe Dei- 
bold and Frog. 

E. J. Crawford lost Pride of Greenway. Dr. 
Sullivan and Lillian Kripp. C. C. Smithson’s Rol- 
lingstone and Captain II. II. Emmons* good handi- 
cap horse Rudolfo. were others that were de- 
stroyed. F. J. Coleman’s Good Day broke a leg 
when he was running across a trestle not far from 
tlie course and had to lie destroyed, while L. Weiss* 
Miss Clara met with a like accident and was shot. 

Many of the other horses that were turned loose 
during the tire are still astray and it is almost 
inevitable that some of them will receive injuries. 
Richard F. Carman hnd a serious time in finding hi* 
big string, but all of them were rounded up, with 
the exception of Achievement, early p, the fo**- 
novn. N. B. Plunkett was to have shipped his 
horses to Havana, hut he was unable to find them in 
time to load them on the five-car special that left 
during the day. 

There were fourteen stables in all destroyed and 
the tiames stopped at Dr. Tyree’s stable, which is 
equipped with a slate roof. 

Tlie fire will cause many owners to change their 
winter plans, for it will not !m* possible to rebuild 
in time to take enre of the Iiorses that it had 
ls*eii inteiMled to winter at tin* course of llu* Wash 
ington Jockey Club.
